Cuts hurt kids: Parents 


O $19-million school board budget shortfall means 344 fewer teaching and support staff 
jobs O $52-million surplus of August 2009 will be gone by 2012: Board chair 


The same day the province rolled 
out funding for 22 new schools, 
parents with children in Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools learned 229 
teaching positions will likely be 
chopped. 

Concerned parents say the cuts 
will fail students the most. 

“It’s really hard because it’s the 
children it affects,” said Vanessa 
Sauve, whose son goes to Holly- 
rood School. 

Sauve is among parents plan¬ 
ning a rally at the legislature 
grounds Sunday at noon, as is Jus¬ 
tine Leszcz 3 mski, whose daughter 
and son also attend Holl 5 n:ood. 

“There are children who are 
going to fall through the cracks, 
and who is going to stand up for 
them?” asked Leszcz 5 mski. 

Though the final numbers will 
net a vote in June, EPSB chair Dave 
Colburn announced the project¬ 
ed cut as part of a 2011-12 budget 
announcement yesterday. 

“The reality still looks grim, 
frankly, for Edmonton Public 
Schools,” said Colburn. 

Along with the 229 teaching 
positions, the board plans to cull 
115 non-teaching posts, he said, 
attributing it to a 1.1 per cent 
increase in provincial funding to

cover a 4.5 per cent teacher salaiy 
hike. 

“1 would say clearly we have not 
received an adequate level of fund¬ 
ing to meet our needs and main¬ 
tain the level of teaching ... that 
we had in place last year,” said Col- 
bum. 

Though combined classes are 
likely, the board’s two-year school 
moratorium will keep closures 
“off the table,” for now, he said.

Premier Ed Stelmach 
announced yesterday at 
Ecole Goloniale Estates 
School that students 
would benefit from two 
new schools. 

The joint school facility 
project will serve students 
from both the Black Gold 
School Division and St. 
Thomas Aquinas Roman 



(STAR) Gatholic School Di¬ 
vision. 

“It’s taken nine years to 
get here today,” said Black 
Gold chair Sandy Koroll. 

Schools in Beaumont 
have been crowded for 
years, with some students 
even taking classes in the 
town’s community hall. 
STAR opened a temporary 
school in 2010. 

“(This) will take the 
pressure off,” said Stel¬ 
mach, adding he can “al¬ 
most guarantee” the 
facility will open its doors 
in the fall of 2014. 

George Rogers, MLA for 


Leduc-Beaumont-Devon, 
thanked parents and staff 
alike for being patient, yet 
persistent. 

The announcement 
came the same day the Ed¬ 
monton Public School 
Board announced a pro¬ 
posed budget cutting 344 
staff positions, including 
229 teaching ones. 

The Alberta Teachers 
Association estimates that 
as many as 1,000 positions 
could be lost in schools 
across the province, but 
Stelmach said he doesn’t 
foresee issues with 
staffing the new schools.

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New tech may

Crime scene fingerprints 
just got a little clearer for 
the Edmonton Police 
Service. 

The EPS, along with the 
Calgaiy Police Service and 
the Regina Police Service, 
are utilizing a new Auto¬ 
mated Fingerprint Identifi¬ 
cation System, which will 
enhance the identification 
network in Western Cana¬ 
da. 

The technology, based 
out of Calgaiy, has been in 
place since Februaiy. 

“It’s got double the reso¬ 
lution so what we’re find¬ 
ing with that is we’re 
making a lot more criminal 
identifications than we had 
with the old system,” said 
Acting Staff Sgt. Brian 
Ra 5 mer of the CPS.

Cyclists are gaining 
ground in Edmonton as 
the city plans to imple¬ 
ment 18 kilometres worth 
of dedicated bike lanes 
this summer. 

“We are definitely real¬ 
ly excited,” said Chris 
Chan, president of the Ed¬ 
monton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters Society. “I think 
they’re going to be really 
highly used.” 

The city already has 
117 kilometres of bike 


routes (marked with sig¬ 
nage only) and sharrows 
(marked lanes shared 
with vehicles), as well as 
about six kilometres of 
dedicated bike lanes on 
one-way streets, said An¬ 
drew Siggelkow, project 
engineer with the city’s 
sustainable transporta¬ 
tion department. 

The lanes to be in¬ 
stalled are on the south- 
side: 76 Avenue, 97 
Street, 106 Street and Sad¬ 
dleback Road Loop. 

Siggelkow said the 
lanes are generally done 
along with roadway reha¬ 


bilitation. 

“Next year and in the 
coming years we’ll defi¬ 
nitely be doing more 
(elsewhere),” he said. 

Elsewhere could in¬ 
clude 102 Avenue down¬ 
town, as a report that is 
going to a council com¬ 
mittee today about the 
downtown LRT connector 
includes a plan for a dedi¬ 
cated bike lane on the 
roadway. 

“We have been looking 
at it,” said Siggelkow. 

“We want to ... get the 
mixed modes in use in 
the downtown area.”

Thousands charged in

Borders 


► Israel, which enjoys strong 
bipartisan backing in U.S. 
Congress, has been rattled 
by U..S. President Barack 
Obama's support for draw¬ 
ing the future borders of a 
Palestinian state and a 
Jewish state on the basis 
of Israel's pre-1967 war 
frontiers. 

► Benjamin Netanyahu has 
challenged Obama's posi¬ 
tion repeatedly, ignoring 
Obama's assertion that the 
territorial markers could 
be adjusted through 
agreed land swaps.

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu pledged 
yesterday to make 
“painful compromises” for 
peace with the Palestini¬ 
ans, for the first time ex¬ 
plicitly saying that some 
West Bank settlements 
would find themselves 
outside Israel’s final bor¬ 
ders. 

He also tacked on a list 
of often-stated conditions 
that have been unaccept¬ 
able to the Palestinians. 

Speaking before a

Palestinian officials said 
the Israeli prime 
minister’s parameters for 


meeting of the U.S. Con¬ 
gress, that showered him 
with more than two dozen 
sustained standing ova¬ 
tions, Netanyahu said Is¬ 
rael wants and needs 
peace. 

But he repeated his flat 
rejection of a return to 
what he called the “inde¬ 
fensible” borders that Is¬ 
rael had before the 1967 
Middle East war. 

He also restated Israel’s 
refusal to repatriate mil¬ 
lions of Palestinian

Ash spewing from an Ice¬ 
landic volcano is bringing 
disruption and uncertainty 
to European air travel. 

Despite claims of a mas¬ 
sive over-reaction, hun¬ 
dreds of flights were 
cancelled yesterday as 
winds blew the cloud of 
ash from the Grimsvotn 
volcano over Scotland and 
other parts of Europe. 

Experts say particles in 
the ash could stall jet en¬ 
gines. 

Officials in Germany 
said dozens of flights 
would be grounded today. 

The only comfort for 
frustrated passengers and 
airlines is that officials in 
Iceland said the amount of 
ash being released by the 
volcano was decreasing. 

The officials don’t ex-

In Sweden, 10 domestic 
flights were cancelled last 
night. 

Although British author¬ 
ities said concentrations of 
ash in the skies over Scot¬ 
land were too high to fly 
through, Irish budget air¬ 
line Ryanair challenged 
the results, saying it had 
sent its own airplane into 
Scottish airspace and 
found no ash in the atmos¬ 
phere. 

“We encountered ab¬ 
solutely no problems,” said 
Ryanair chief executive 
Michael O’Leary. 

“There's no cloud over 
Scotland. There’s no dust¬ 
ing of ash on the airframe 
or the wings.”

Canada Post turns

Canada Post has rejected 
its union’s latest contract 
offer, saying it would in¬ 
crease the Crown corpora¬ 
tion’s labour costs by $1.4 
billion. 

The Crown corporation 
would need to raise the 
price of postage by 15 per 
cent or request govern¬ 
ment support to offset the 
expense, Canada Post said 
in a statement yesterday. 


Canada Post said it has 
experienced a double-digit 
drop in the volume of mail 
in the last decade due to 
electronic alternatives. 

It said the union’s latest 
offer would give employ¬ 
ees a 3.5 per cent wage in¬ 
crease in each year of a 
new 3 1/2-year agreement, 
including in the final six 
months of a new deal.

ASUNCION, Faraway. The 

Asuncion zoo is desper¬ 
ately seeking a mate for 
Coco, the last known 
male of his species left in 
Paraguay. 

Coco is an endangered 
hyacinth macaw, known 
in Paraguayan Spanish as 
a “papagayo azul.” Scien¬ 
tists estimated several 
years ago that only 6,500 
were left in the wild, 
mostly in an area of 
neighbouring Brazil that 
is quickly losing natural 
habitat for the birds. 

Capturing and export¬ 
ing the Macaws is illegal 
and Coco was sent to the 
zoo eight years ago after 
authorities broke up a 
gang of animal traffick¬ 
ers. Only recently did a 
DNA test show he is 
male, zoo veterinarian 
Cristiane Rainner said. 

To avoid mixing 
species, the zoo has had 
to keep him apart from 
other Macaws, which has 
left him lonely and a bit 
bored, Rainner said. 

“He’s quite sociable, 
although he’s only 
learned to say ‘hello.’ But 
when he hears the 
cumbia he dances,” Rain¬ 
ner said. “The hyacinth 
macaw is a beauty, but if 
it doesn’t reproduce, 
that’ll be it. Coco is a 
male and his life 
expectancy is 80 years.”

More than 60 selec¬ 
tions have instantaneously earned a lucky author boatloads of money 
and an immediate spot on the New York Times’ Best Seller List. 


Forming an empire and defending free speech 

In 1998, Winfrey forms Oxygen Media, which would spawn the 
Oxygen cable channel. In the same year, she wins a “food 
disparagement” case against Texas cattlemen after her comments 
in a 1996 episode about Mad Cow Disease. 


Let the lifestyling begin 

Winfrey expands her reach with O Mag¬ 
azine, which offers advice on personal 
finance, fitness and spiritual wellness.

City Sightseeing app for Los 
Angeles coincides with lo¬ 
cal Starline Tours’ Hop-on, 
Hop-off Double Decker City 
Tour, featuring routes in 
Holl 3 ^ood, Beverly Hills, 
Santa Monica and down¬ 
town L.A. 

The app allows you to 
buy tickets for the bus tours 
and get information on 
where and what the stops 
are. There’s also a way to 
email “postcards” of pic¬ 
tures taken during the tour.

O Employment lawyers predict that cases of dismissal 
involving Twitter and Facebook will become common 



Those in the public eye 
aren’t the only ones who 
should watch what they 
tweet. Lawyers warn it 
probably won’t be long be¬ 
fore an unknown Internet 
user inadvertently becomes 
a case study in how not to 
use social media. 

Lawyers caution that 
there are real risks in shar¬ 
ing potentially controver¬ 
sial opinions or statements 
with the world via Twitter, 
or even in a private net¬ 
work on Facebook.

lawyer Stacey Ball isn’t 
hearing about many claims 
of wrongful dismissal asso¬ 
ciated with social media 
posts gone wrong, but he 
expects that will change 
eventually. 

“It does happen but you 
don’t see a lot of it, it’s sort 
of a veiy recent phenome¬ 
non,” says Ball, who is also 
the author of the industiy 
tome Canadian Employ¬ 
ment Law. “But you’re go¬ 
ing to see more of this.” 

Under Canadian law, a 
non-unionized employee 
can be fired at any time, for 
any reason provided they’re 
given adequate notice or 
pay in lieu. But an oft-cited 
1967 Ontario Court of Ap¬ 


peal ruling provides 
grounds for an employer 
to terminate without 
compensation. 

“If an employee has 
been guilty of serious 
misconduct, habitual 
neglect of duty, incompe¬ 
tence, or conduct incom¬ 
patible with his duties, 
or prejudicial to the em¬ 
ployer’s business, or if he 
has been guilty of wilful 
disobedience to the em¬ 
ployer’s orders in a mat¬ 
ter of substance, the law 
recognizes the employ¬ 
er’s right summarily to 
dismiss the delinquent 
employee,” reads the de¬ 
cision.

Two recent 
cases define 
the current 
M state of work- 
place law in

Both cases have made a 
drastic impact, and both 
are often misunderstood. 

When the Supreme 
Court mostly erased the 
substantial damages a 
lower court awarded to 
Kevin Keays, an assembly 
line worker at Honda’s 
manufacturing plant in 
Alliston, Ont., employers 
in Canada collectively 
sighed in relief. According 
to the court, employers 
would no longer be re¬ 
sponsible for “bad faith” 
damages based on how 


they treat their employ¬ 
ees. Instead, it declared 
that employees could sue 
for mistreatment only if 
they could prove they ac¬ 
tually suffered from 
harm. 

Most corporate lawyers 
leapt on the bandwagon 
and pronounced bad faith 
damages all but dead. An 
employee could be mis¬ 
treated, they routinely ar¬ 
gued, but without 
evidence of a medical ill¬ 
ness, damages would be 
much more difficult to 
achieve. That is wrong. 
In the three years since 
the Supreme Court re¬ 
leased its decision in 
Keays, lower courts have 
not applied it consistently 
and sometimes not at all. 
In one recent appellate 
case, the court upheld a 
bad faith damage award, 
as if the Supreme Court’s 
decision had never been 
rendered at all. While the 
law may have changed, it 
is possibly only in the 
name. 


Similarly, when the 
Supreme Court ordered 
Donald Evans to return to 
work after his employer 
had already fired him, 
employers in this country 
felt they had gone from 
strength to strength. Em¬ 
ployees have a duty to 
“mitigate” their losses fol¬ 
lowing dismissal and, ac¬ 
cording to the Supreme 
Court, this duty includes 
taking a job with the com¬ 
pany that has just fired 
them. Cognizant of the 
problems this finding 
could cause, the court 
thankfully made several 
exceptions. If returning 
to work was humiliating, 
for example, employees 
could refuse to return. 

Since then, companies 
have routinely relied on 
this decision in an effort 
to deny wrongful dis¬ 
missal claims.

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No snow 

O Could the advent of the Internet mean tfie end of 
sudden, snow-covered days off for young students? 


Could the Internet mean 
the end of snow days? Some 
schools think so, and they 
are experimenting with 
ways for students to do les¬ 
sons online during bad 
weather, potentially allow¬ 
ing classes to go on during 
even the worst blizzard. 

“Virtual snow days” 
would help ease pressure 
on school calendars. Be¬ 
cause districts are required 
to be in session for a certain 
number of hours or days, 
losing teaching time to win¬ 
ter weather can mean ex¬ 
tending the school day or 
cutting short spring break 
or summer vacation. 

And cancelling school in 
the winter, when some of 
the most difficult material 
of the year is covered, risks 
leaving students with a 
learning deficit heading in¬ 
to the spring, when many 
states administer standard¬ 
ized tests. 



“Even if you can't contin¬ 
ue on at the same pace, be¬ 
ing able to keep students 
on track can make a huge 
difference,” said Doug 
Levin, executive director of 
the non-profit State Educa¬ 
tional Technology Directors 
Association. 

Virtual learning, which 
has been widely used by 
colleges and universities for 
years, is becoming more vi¬ 
able for younger students 
as teachers and administra¬ 
tors grow comfortable with 
the technology. Online 


learning also saves money 
because districts don't have 
to pay for transportation, 
electricity and custodians. 

But there are obstacles, 
too. Many families don't 
have Internet access with 
speeds that would support 
complex classroom-style 
work, especially in rural ar¬ 
eas and impoverished inner 
cities. Families with multi¬ 
ple children - without mul¬ 
tiple computers - could be 
hard-pressed to keep up. 

And some people say 
kids just need an occasional 
extra day off in the depths 
of winter. 

“When deep snow falls, 
the world becomes quiet 
and still. And if we listen to 
our instincts, we settle in 
and enjoy the pure joy of 
not doing,” David Santner 
wrote on the website for 
the Poughkeepsie Day 
School in New York.

turnaround season needed 
a “breather.” 

Although Smith was sol¬ 
id during Monday night’s 
3-1 loss, Boucher sounded 
as though it was an easy de¬ 


cision to go back to Rolo¬ 
son. 

“This is a perfect situa¬ 
tion. He’s going to be the 
only rested guy in the two 
teams,” Boucher said yes¬ 
terday, noting Roloson has 
responded well to breaks 
this season.

He 
won’t even start leg training 
until the end of next week. 


But Woods expects to tee 
off at the U.S. Open June 16- 
19 in Bethesda, Md. 

“You just play through 
these things,” he said. 

He is bothered by pain in 
his left knee, left Achilles 
tendon, tightening in his 


calf and has a sore lower 
back. Woods says doctors 
have not mentioned leg sur¬ 
gery. But he doubts he’ll 
play the Memorial next 
week in Dublin, Ohio. 

How Woods’ leg re¬ 
sponds when he starts train¬ 


ing next week will deter¬ 
mine when he can start hit¬ 
ting balls again — all but 
ruling out the Memorial. 

That means Woods 
would go to the U.S. Open 
with little competition. 

“I’ve had four surgeries 
on it,” he said. “Obviously, 
it’s not what it was when I 
was little.”

“Sleek” and “sporty” are 
terms that don’t usually 
describe any Land Rover 
product, but the upcoming 
Range Rover Evoque con¬ 
stitutes a major change of 
course for Britain’s storied 
off-road brand. 

Its lack of formality and 


boxy practicality runs 
counter to a marque that 
cut its teeth tearing 
through the jungles of 
Botswana and Borneo, 
roaming the plains of the 
Serengeti and traversing 
the blistering Sahara 
sands. 

But that’s exactly the 
point. 

Many of Land Rover’s 


steeds spend their lives in 
urban settings and are 
rarely, if ever, tested any¬ 
where near the limits of 
their considerable en¬ 
durance. 

Although the Evoque ar¬ 
rives this fall in multi-ter¬ 
rain-capable condition, 
high style at a good price is 
where this Range Rover re¬ 
ally shines. 


The Evoque appears 
more like a sport wagon 
derivative of a compact 
passenger car, especially in 
two-door lively. 

It’s slightly shorter than 
a H 3 nmdai Tucson, Ford Es¬ 
cape, or Jeep Patriot and 
about 45 centimetres 
shorter than a Range 
Rover Sport. 

As well, with its steeply 


raked windshield and ta¬ 
pered roofline, it can also 
lay claim to being one of 
the slinkiest, wind-cheat- 
ing-est rigs around. 

With a starting price in 
the $50,000 range, the 
Evoque should provoke 
fresh patrons to consider a 
Range Rover to cariy them 
down a decidedly different 
path.

Fuel-economy 


The fuel-economy issue is crucial since all other 
Land Rover/Range Rover models are inherently 
thirsty beasts.

A well-chosen set of 
alloy rims fitted with 
aggressive tires looks awe¬ 
some. And because they are 
lighter, stronger, and put 



more and stiffer rubber on 
the road than your stock 
pieces, your vehicle’s han¬ 
dling dynamics will 
substantially improve as 
well. It’s a no-brainer. 

But before you jump in 
the pool, may we suggest 
these safety tips, gleamed 
from our conversation with 
Param Johl, owner and op¬ 
erator of Megawheelz in 
Mississauga, Ont., 
(megawheelz.com). 

Megawheelz stocks over 
5,000 wheels at any given 
time. The staff sees a lot of 
wheel consumers, from se¬ 
rious customizers, to those 
contemplating their first 
wheel upgrade. 

When they see those in 
the latter group, staff often 
start the consultation 
process with a reality 
check. Johl notes that 20- 
inch and larger wheels are 
certainly in vogue and cap¬ 
tivating, but that doesn’t 
mean they should go on 
eveiything, particularly 
smaller cars. 



“People see these large 
rims on the SUVs and 
trucks of their buddies and 
want them for their 
vehicles too ... but if they 
have a small car, we have 
to explain that it is just not 
going to work for them.” 

For one thing, a small 
car will need sheet metal 
and other modifications to 
accommodate 20- 
inchers. For an¬ 
other, huge 
rims necessi¬ 
tate 

extremely 
low profile 
tires, and 
that com¬ 
bination, 
while visu¬ 
ally over- 
the-top, 
means the 
vehicle will 
ride hard — 
veiy hard — 
like you’re riding 
on wheels of 


building a show car, or a 
hobby car for occasional 
preening around the ‘hood, 
forget about “Dub” wheels. 
(Dub became the famous 
short form of “double 
dime,” a cooler way of 
referring to tires that are 
20 inches or larger.) 

For a dai- 

ly 


driver, Johl suggests “plus 
one” or “plus two” sizing. 
For a vehicle that comes 
stock with 15-inch wheels, 
that means upgrading to 
16-inch or 17-inch 
wheel/tire sets. The rims 
are bigger and more beauti¬ 
ful, but by fitting them 
with tires with shorter side- 
walls (called low-profile 
tires), the new tire is able 
to retain the same diame¬ 
ter as the original one. 
This is crucial, 
because over-sized 
wheels/tires can 
cause problems with 
suspension travel, 
and various 
computer systems 
for braking, 
shifting and instru¬ 
mentation. 

There is a bewil¬ 
dering array of wheel 
designs out there. 
While the big brands, 
(American Racing, Foose, 
O.Z., etc.) continue to set 
the fashion pace, many 
smaller brands have 


concrete. 

So unless you’re 


entered the market, offer¬ 
ing cheaper takes on hit de¬ 
signs and cool designs of 
their own. Many websites 
have 3-D configurators, so 
you can visualize your ride 
with all the possibilities. 
Johl noted that matte, an¬ 
odized and painted finishes 
are currently popular. But 
he adds that the king of 
filing, chrome, continues to 
have its fans, even though 
the chroming process adds 
considerable weight to an 
alloy wheel. 

A good quality alloy 
wheel set, with good quali¬ 
ty rubber, from a reputable 
and professional wheel 
shop, will set you back 
about $1,100 to $1,200. 

You can pay more of 
course, or less. Like your 
choice of design, it’s all up 
to you. Express yourself 
Then roll slowly through 
the neighbourhood, with 
the window down and a 
face that says, “Don’t hate 
us because we’re 
beautiful.”

plugged in and charging at 
a wall socket. 

“Batteries like to stay 
around 20 to 30C,” says 
Sherif Marakby, director of 
electrification programs 
and engineering for Ford. 

“The performance of a 
cold batteiy is worse than a 
warm one.” 

Ford’s system uses a mix¬ 
ture of water and antifreeze 
that circulates across the 
cells inside the batteiy 
pack. 

It’s sealed, so owners 
don’t have to check it or top 
it up. It’s also engineered 
for safety. The water flows 
through separate channels 
across the batteiy surface, 
and goes nowhere near the 
terminals or any electrical 
components. 

Depending on the out¬ 
side temperature, the sys¬ 
tem uses either a heating 
element to warm the fluid, 
or a heat exchanger to cool 
it, along with a pump to cir¬ 
culate it. Once the vehicle is 
plugged in to charge it, the 
system determines if the 
batteiy needs to be heated 
or cooled. If so, it then acti¬ 
vates, getting its power 
strictly from the wall outlet. 

“It only happens while 
it’s charging,” Marakby

says. 

“We manage that auto¬ 
matically, so the customer 
doesn’t have to do any¬ 
thing. They just plug in the 
vehicle. In extreme temper¬ 
atures, whether it’s too hot 
or too cold, the chemistiy 
and the batteiy cells have 
limitations on how far and 
how fast they can charge. 
With this system, it allows 
the maximum performance 
from a charge standpoint. 
You can put more charge in¬ 
to the batteiy in extremely 
cold temperatures, and 
therefore more range.” 

Marakby says that liquid 
cooling is more effective for 
regulating lithium-ion bat¬ 
teiy temperatures than an 
air-cooling system on the 
larger, more complex bat¬ 
teiy packs used in electric 
cars. 

The sealed battery re¬ 
tains the temperature for 
some time, he says, and 
will stay within its ideal 
range on the daily drive.
